The unleveled topography of the 
section and bluffs skirting the Miss­ 
issippi river, nearby, afford the es- 
ctped criminals many hiding places.

yard of the institution, a steel wire 
atochada, sensed a moment when their 
guards were relaxing and pounced up

on them. The ten guards who 
'with the men in the enclosure, were 
Denny and Ralph Dilday were wound­ 
ed. the latter being badly hacked about 
the body by one of the patients who 
was arined with a butcher knife, which 
he had secretly acquired. 
After overpowering the guards, the 
convicts used a woodén bench as a bat 
tering ram and

through the stockade, through which 
the men poured out and escaped in all 
directions’. 
One of te last men reported cap­ 
tured was overtaken in a cemetery 
a mile north of here, where he 
had 
concealed himself among graves and 
tombstones. His resistance was fu- 
ripua and it was necessary for the 
guards to beat him into submission.

dread disease had been brought into 
Morgan from neighboring sections.
